a top surface of the soil as specifically called for in the claimed combination in claim 1,

(PAM) for stabilizing soil particles of a land area from erosive movement about the land area, 
the method comprising establishing a uniform mixture ratio for a mixture of PAM and water to 
be applied to a land area; calculating a total application rate for applying the mixture to the land 
area; mixing PAM with water according to the uniform mixture ratio to form a mixture for 
application to the land area; applying the mixture to a top surface of soil of the land area by 
misting a top surface of the land area with the mixture for producing a tack coat of the PAM for 
initially stabilizing topmost soil particles on the top surface of the land area against soil particle 
movement caused by any subsequent mixture applications as specifically called for in the 
claimed combination in claim 17.

the ground and the mixture on the top surface reflects ambient light; and terminating the 
appUcation of the mixture when PAM penetrates below a top surface of the soil as specifically 
called for in the claimed combination in claim 39.
